TEE ——— : Hat Gods blefling having given your 
e SDS —*z2x | Honours tranſcendent Power to e- 
ftabliſh happinefle in the Weale- 
publique of this Natien , did for- 
merly animate your Petitioner , 
«| about three yeares paſt, to pre- 
7 ij ſent to your Hozeurs , certaine 
J; Propoſitions of great conſequence, 
Z4 for the future inriching of this 
Realme , by the 1mprovemert ard 
increafing Fertility of all ſorts of Land, tothe great profit 
profit and advantage of perſons of what degree ſocyer, 
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Your Honours Petitioner at that time did fully aſſure him- 
ſelfe, that profers of that valuable conſequence, would with- 
out delay bave wrought with your Honors into a hearing and 
ſettlement, according to his ſatd humble motions, which were 
by many of your Honors read and peruſed , and the Peti8:5- 
zers painfull induſtry avd S#r{Fapproved for his intended 
Diſcovering ſuch new, and never yet knowne wayes and 
meanes for the generall good of the Natzon, But. the Wars 
at £zt time not being fully ended, and mu'tiplicity of affaires 
intervening,your Hozers were at that time diverted, although 
the Petitioner did neer fix Mfonthes, give his perſonall atten- 
dance at the Koxſe, earneſtly importuning audience , and ha- 
ving ſpent much many thereabout<, 

- The Petitioner therefore deſifted then from the prefent 
proſecution of his Intentions ;. yet ſtill obſerving the great 
diſtreſſes of the Poore, occaſioned by the death'of Cattle, 
and ſcarcity of Corne; at the carneft defires of many wor- 
thy Gentlemen wel-willers to the Common-wealth, is en- 
couraped once more to tender his Prepoſicroxs aforeſaid un- 
to your Horers ; For which purpoſe the Honorable Com- | 
mittee of the County of CHonmenth ſent their Certificate 
(bearing Date the Firſt of Hay 1646. unto Henry Herbert 
Eſquire, one of the Burgefſes in Parliament for the faid 
County, with additionall humble motions therein 5 There- 
by figtifying their knowledge of the Petitioners $kill and a- 
bility, and their wel-wiſhes to the Common wealth; Ha- 
ving alſo ſince that time recommended another Certrficate 
(bearing Date the 18 of December 1647.) unto the Hono- 
rable 70h Herbert Eſquire, the other Burgeſſe in Parliament 
for the County aforeſaid , VVherein they do humbly deſire 
the ſaid Maſter 10bz Herbert alſo to procure the Petitioners 
ſaid Propeptrens to be publiſhed in the Honorable Hoaſe of

the Petitioners cuſtody , who hath ever ſince attended for a

And ſoraſmuch as the diſtance of time hath ſomewhat 
clowded and dimmed the memory of the heads of the Propa- 
fitrons aforcfaid ; The Petitioner humbly conceiyes it neceſ- 
ſary (although not ſo large)to remoenſtrate the ſame , which 
are re-printed and hereaftcr briefly fer downe , -hoping that 
the Snpreame Authority of this Realme , will fot let paſle ſo 
important a ſcrvice , offered without any charge to your 
Honors, onely {paring one boures ſpace of the time of your 
honourable Aflembly inthe Houſe, to refolve uponthe ſettle- 
ment of your Petitioners ſ{cryice. Or by a grand-Commit« 
tee deputed for the hearing and determining the ſaid ſettle- 
ment. At which time of debate the Petitioner ( if coms 
manded) hill be ready to fatisfic all @zerzes ; omitting on- 
ly the Explanation of the ſecrety of his principals, of which 
be humbly craves to himſelfe the priviledge,untill after your 
Honours have granted the S:8tzts for every his undertakings 
de novo; Which Statute cannot damnifie any perſon, being 
not in force, til] a plenary difcoyery be made by the Petitt- 
oner, of his ſaid Ulndertakings ; nor can it at all availe him, 
withont his reall performance.

And alſo many other 
Handable advantages, and Ads for the augmentation and wel- 
fare of this Nation, are by your Honours cſtabliſhed. 

Your Honours likewiſe are often pleaſed ( 19 caſe of loffe 
and damage by Fire, Sea,or otherwiſe, when the truth thereof 
appeares unto your Honours by Certificates (under the hands 
of perſons of worth and credit,) To graat (according to the 
anticac cuſtome) many Letters Patents for the reliete onely 
of ſo many particuler Perſons or Familtes. Your Petitioner 
therfore being furniſhed (although 1n another caſe) with ſuch 
plentifull and redoubled Teſtimonies and certificates, cannot 
bat afſure:himſelfe that your Honors will with as convenient 
zfford/him one-ſuch A& or Letters Patents ; the Priyi- 
ledoe of which one AQ, or Patent (by your Honors granted) 
will redound:to-the reliefe gof many hundred Thoufands of 
perſonsand Families, even the whole Nation 1n generall and 
their Poſterities for cver. 

The. ingenions Spanyerds_royally imbraced the feryice of 
their Country-man te, whoſe induſtry multiplyed the 
Kingdomevf Sparne with abundance of Sheepe, being the on'y 
Cartle:that-might and did adyance Wealth and incomes to 
that Kingdome. 

The Kingdome of Frazce alfo aftcr a long Warre, being 
brought into great want and ſcarcity ; It pleaſed Godto raiſe 
up one Olrver-de Serres who was tituled Lord of P redella by 
whoſe {inguler Indgement and invention, that Kingdome ina 
fow yeares was very much recruited and brought into greater 
Proſperity, then beforethoſe ruines happened ; Which hee 
performed by Planting and Improving; As will appeare by his 
wotkes written in French, and now extent.

This Nation of England YM ina much {adder condition, 
and great Dearth and ſcarcity then formerly, may (by Gods 
blefing) to the Petitioners endeayours and the peoples indu- 
ſtry) be in this yeare, beginning at the date hereof, and euding 
betore New-y-ares day, 1650. mnch abated, and more and 
more every ycare, after be plentifully ſuſtained,and at the laſt 
the incroaching miſeries for the molt part fcr ever prevented, 
If tke diſcovery by your Honours licence may be forthwith 
pubitihed, That all perſons.may this Winter ſeaſon thereby 
put in action thoſe properties, and prepare thoſe materials, 
as ſhall conduce to the beneficiall increaſe , and better im- 
provement of the Realme inthe next Summer ; And fo (by 
Gods bleſſing) yeare after yeare for ever. 

The Petitioners defignes conſiſt not of old prattiſes, uſed 
In any place within this R ealme, nor his method (as hee COn- 
ceives) is in generall uſe ; For had ſuch cafie method and 
ſma'l charge in performance been in any part pra&kiſed ; Then 
would the benefit thereof have occaſioned a per'et know- 
ledze, ard daily uſe, and che Petitioner ſhould have difcerned 
thereby greater plenty in this Nation; for 11 all Countries, 
wh.re he comes, he perce ves great loſſe and damage, where 
hee could dire& great improvements, cven in thoſe places, 
where men neither want meanes, induſtry,nor love to wealth 
and profit. 

The Petitioner heretofore diſcovered as many of his new 
Invcntions, as were ſufficient for the manifeſtation of the 
reality of his ability , to the Honourable Committee of the 
County of eMormeonth , and other worthy Gentlemen, who 
were by vertue thereof pleaſed to grant him their Certsfi- 
cares on his behalfe to your Honours z Which new Inven- 
tions or any other in the ſaid County of cHormonth and 
other parts already maſe knowne , doe manifeſt that ro 
{mall benefit may ariſe after a mpre full Deſcription ; 
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The Petitioner therefore humbly conceives himſelfe concer- 
ned, to pray your Honors, that the ſame may be comprehen- 
ded, and come within the Sratute bereafter deſired, aſwell as 
thoſe new inventions bereafter to be declared. 

The Pcritioner yet perceives that 10 ſeveral] particular pſa. 
ces there are ſome bencficiall aefignes, and bandſome inven- 
tions,which had they beendf{covered inother Counties, as he 
intends, would have much availed a!l neighbour Countries, 
as that all places may be accommodated with any neceſſary 


 deſigne, that is an ule in places remote One from the other in

Thus much the Petirioner is bold to mention , that your 
Honors may conceive he bath bcen a willing Labou: er, ard 
2 ſolicitous perſon, to attaine to that knowledge which may 
advantage his Country ; but ſome capacities will give lit- 
tle credit te the Petitioner,or to afy man who ſhall profeſſe 
by new inyentions to do a Nation any fingular ſervice, hol- 
ding the Petitioner in ſuſpence of his reputarion, for wart of 
your Honors expedition. Many others, who more rishtly 


know the Petitioner,and are {cnſible of a great part of his a- 


bilities, cannot chyſe but much admire,that ſuch remarkable 
Propoſitions were not intermixt with and amongſt the :ther great 
affaires of the Common-wealth and ſpecdily put in execution. 

And to avoid all ſuſpicion or aſperfion, the Petitioner 
declares, that he (hall not expe any favour or reward for a- 
ny of his Diſcoveries or deſcriptions, in caſe the ſame are in 
the fulnefſe of the Petitioners forme and ſubſtance , already 
11 ule by others dire&tions; But for thoſe only thzt are wor- 
thily eftimable, and quite out of uſe in this Nation ; and 
ſuch as were never yct knowne, nſcd or frequently praQiſcd 
1n manner and forme as the Petitioner ſhall ſet forth. 

And whereas ſome particular invention now in uſe , may 
ſceta to reſemble, vr hold relation to ſome of the Pet itio- 
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nersdefignes, and inthe ordpettie thereof, beare ſome part 
therewith ; yet the Petitioner notwithſtanding, humbly Con- 
ceives, that ſuch invention now in uſe, ought not in the leaſt 
to be in oppolition to his merit, if that his alteration, or 
addirionall direQtons , or ney inventions thereunto joyned, 
may advance the uſe and benefit thereof. 

And for the better explanation of the Petitioners true 
meaning, he 1s ready at his owne cot and paines, to declare 
and defcribe the premiſes, whereby his aime appeares not for 
his ownends only; An1 therein crayes your Honors,and the. 
world to take notice, that heis ſo tender of his Reputation, as 
not to intreduce any burthenſome Projet, or chargeable 
Monopo!y, as ſome natures may ſeek ro blaſt his good in- 
tended ſervicewithall. Bztiweene his ang ſuch pernictons de-. 
fignes, the manifeſt difference (the Petitioner hopes) is well 
knowne to your Honors, and all perſons of ingenuity and 
parts, and that his mmrentions bold not any corrreſpondency at 
all thetewith, or adherence to thoſe P-ojes and AHMonopelies 
which have rendred the Agitators odious. 

Many former inventions and deſigns, Projefts and Mono- 
polies, were of ſuch yvigarons power ( being garniſhed with 
faire pretences) and by the ſequell drew away vaſt ſummes 
of mony from many thouſands, to errech ſome perticulay per- 
ſoz , not recompenc:ng thoſe thquſands, with either $kill, 
knowledge or any manner of profit. 

But from 028 man(the Petitioner)many hundred thouſands 
ſhall and may reape and receive, great and continuall yearly 
benefit, increaſe of plenty, and ſupply ot maintairance for the 
necefhtated. 

Many of which defignes are tobe effeed with (uch fit 1a- 
bour, that very young perſons and divers others, who bave 
h:4 long eaſe, during the warre, now deſtitute of maintenance 
and cannot ſettle themſelves to great toyle, may atmoſt at all 
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times in the yere,be imployed 1n ſome of theſe improvements, 
with light andeafie worke, who by degrees may regaine their 
former abilities to continue in labour. Some aef1gney are 
alſo of ſuch ready rules to be wrought and famuſhed, that all 
ſorts of poore young people, of the age but of ten yeares or 
thereabouts, way gaine much towards thelr maintenance, by 
ſome eaſie labour, whenthclerbirgs are in agitation. 

It will appear moſt clecrly (your Honors having knowne 
the true worth and validity of the Petitioners experiments) 
that unknowne diſcoyeries and publique beneficiall workes of 
this nature, are farre diffcring from evill Projects and Mono- 
polies, and are not capable of that Odiam, For theſe things 
cannot be termed oppreffion or cvill Monopolies, when rhe 
requeſt (though granted) the contents thereof are not com- 
pulſory or binding. But all perſons concerned to make uſe 
of the Petitioners skill are at the fame libcrty , that thoſe 
men are, who reſort to any man of ſpeciall quality, or ſingus 
lr faculty (as Doors in Phyſick , Councellors at Law, 
Maſters of Arts or other Sciences and the like) of whom 
none are compelled to make uſe, but ſuch as find themſelyes 
conecrned;; yet then by ſuch perſons a new fee is paid at e- 
very new employment inthe ſame bufinefſe ; Bur the Peti- 
tioner ſhall take but oe Pee, for oze Deſighe of one Fan Jy 
for ever. 

And if any people be {o obſtinate, that they will not give the 
Petitioner ſome (mall compoſition , according to your Ho- 
nors Oraer , but wi!! rather looſe the benefittÞat otherwiſe 
may be received {being compounded for.) Such people in 
fonrteen yeares, affcr the publication of the defSgnes, ate, of 
courſe at liberty to uſe any of them. without any compoſi- 
tien , although thei1 ſelfe-wils breed a farre greater lofle to 
them, then many cratuities, 


And the Petitioner doth more then ordinary, or ever was 
done

done 1n this point { inregard of his Talent in yarions s&kiNs 
and knowledge)humbly offer, T bat the Hozty or halfe part 
of every Compoſition, that ſhall iſſue out of every ſeycrall 
Countie and the limirs thereof, in recompence of the Peti- 
tioners direatons , the Petitioner ſhall be accomptable for 
(being before duly paid him by)rhe ſaid Cennties reſpeftive- 
ly.

lofſe or damage by any ſuch traſh, either in ground Inclo-

IX. Heundertakes to dreyne and improve many thoufard 
of acres of Turfe-land , which is (as it were) quite loſt, by 
Lakes, Boggs, Moors and Mirie places, lying as waſte ground; 
and imploy the void Turfe and Mudd upon Corne or Pa- 
fluec land, which yeelds no little profit. He will alfo con-
